FACING A CHOICE 

T he county as the unit of educational 
control is the aim of a movement which 
has been gaining much momentum recently. 
County and state school authorities have 
long favored such a plan. Now it has been 
endorsed by a numlier of civic organizations. 

There seems to be no doubt that a bill 
making the county the administrative unit 
for public schools will be introduced in the 
legislatui'e next winter. Strong support 
seems assured, with a real possibility that 
the bill will be passed. 

The latest organization to take up the 
issue is the California Taxpayers Associa¬ 
tion which has headquai'ters in Los Angeles 
and maintains active research and publicity 
departments. The educational commission 
of this body has definitely endorsed the plan 
as a measure of economy and good school 
practice. 

For a long time the county unit plan 
seemed to have the support only of a group 
of school politicians who were eager to get 
control of county school affairs in their own 
grasp. Now the movement has gained the 
backing of sincere and able school men. 
They point out the lack of unifonn curncula 
and school facilities, together with wasteful 
and inefficient administration in the country 
districts and small towns. 

Under the proposed plan which now seems 
to be gaining favor, there would be a coun¬ 
ty board of education. That body would 
have control over all schools in the county 
outside of chartered cities. Local boards of 
school trustees would be done away with. 

Sierra Madre would probably be affected : 
by such a plan to the extent of having its 
elementaiy school district ti'ansferred to the 
county jurisdiction. Pasadena being a 
chartered city, our junior and senior high 
schools and junior college would remain un¬ 
der the present control. 

, While the school situation here is under 
scrutiny and school problems aie much in 
the public mind it might be well to be con¬ 
sidering the choice of alternatives. Two 
possible courses seem open. One would- be 
to have the elementary district take its 
course and be eventually transferred to 
county control, when our local school would 
be administered from the hall of records in 
Los Angeles. The other coui'se would be to 
consolidate our elementary district with the 
Pasadena district in the same way that we 
are now a part of the Pasadena high school 
district. 

Questions involved would be the distance 
of Sierra Madre patrons from the seat of I 
school administration, and the degree to l 
which the county board or the Pasadena i 
city board would be amenable to local influ- j 
ence, and sympathetic with local conditions, i 
That a choice wdll be nece.ssary seems cer- i 
tain. If we want to become a part of the i 
county school system the matter can be | 
allowed to take its own cour.se. If we want 
to avoid that course, the thing to do is to 
take steps to join the Pasadena district be- ’ 
fore the county-wide .school system becomes 
effective. !

A two-hour anil fifty minute 
jaunt to Bakersfield and hack pro¬ 
vided amusement for Charles A.s- > 
kew Sunday, but Wayne Merrill, I 
another Sierra Madre aviator, who ' 
was to have accompanied him on j 
the trip, rein.ained in Glendale, ^ 
duo to motor trouble. i 

The trip via air had been plan- | 
ned to Oakland and hack, weather 1 
permitting, on Sumtay, but when j 
Mr. Askew reaclunl Bakersfield 
and waited for two hours witiiout, 
his companion apeparing, lie re- j 
turned to see wliat tlie troulde ] 
was. Tho following story of his! 
flight will prove of interest to ' 
local aviation fans: | 

“Last Sunday morning at K;30' 
two planes left Arcadia for Oak- ! 
land. One plane, a llisso-iiiotoreil j 
Jenny, carried Pilot Jimmy Koh-1 
son of Pasadena and Wayne Mer- j 
rill of Sierra Madre. The other, a j 
little red speed Tommy, which he- | 
longs to Charle.s Askew, is often j 
seen over Sierra Madre. 

“Both machines inaiie a perfect 
take-off, with full loads. Al%'r 
circling a few times to gain alti¬ 
tude before passing over Pasa- ■ 
dena, they started nortliwcst to¬ 
gether, the Tommy in tlie lead. 
The day was perfect and visibility 
wonderful. Pa.sadejia was pa.s.sed 
at a 2500-foot altitude, and by 
the time the Tommy was nearing 
San Fernando, Mr. A.skew could 
just make out the Jenny, miles 
behind. 

“Shortly afterward, unknown to 
the Tommy’s pilot, tlvo Jenny’s 
motor overheated and a landing 
was attempted on the NationUl 
Guard field in Glendale. -As the 
plane was about to set down, 
what looked like a cleared run¬ 
way from the air prove. 1 to ho a 
strip of ploughed ground, ami 
Pilot Hobson was forced to over¬ 
shoot the field and try for an¬ 
other landing. .At that muinent 
the motor froze Und a forced 
laiuling was made on tho Griffith 
golf course, just south of the Na¬ 
tional Guard field. As tlie ship 
set down on a small patcli of 
ground. Pilot Holison made a 
ground looji to keep from running 
into a bank of dirt, and in so 
doing broke tho undercarriage and 
propeller. 

“In the meantime, believing liis 
pals were trailing him, Mr. .A.skew 
headed for Bakersfield. P’ollowing 
tlie highway into Saugus then <df 
to the left, the Tommy wa.s flying 
at an altitude of (VJOO feet, with 
nothing hut a mass of mountains 
ahead. Far to llie west tlie ocean 
could be seen. Thirty minutes had 
passetl since the take-off at Ar¬ 
cadia, and the higliway could Im 
distinguished way below, winding

FATING WHAT WF SIIOLLD 


By Hama V. Bennett. 

“Eat what you want after cat- ' 
ing what you should,” says Dr.' 
F. V. McCollum, foremost author¬ 
ity on nutrition. j 

What we .should eat is largely 
determined by the age of the indi- ; 
vidual, whether babe, school-cliild 
or adult; whether working or loaf¬ 
ing; wliether well or ill and the 
season of the year. I'^ails and 
fancies of a fickle appetite never 
direct a sane diet. 

Eating what we should at all 
ages and under mo.st conditions 
has been worked out by scienti.sts 
and demonstrated as successful in 
the maintenance of health. No 
one diet, however, can fit all ca.se.s. 

'I'here are, nevertheless, certain 
simple principles of diet that can 
he followed by the average nor¬ 
mal person with a certainty that 
health can be maintained, if other 
health hahit.s have equal attention. 

All food 'materials have definite 
diet contributions. A one-sided 
diet of meat, bread, potatoes and 
sweets cannot long keep the body 
fit. Protective foods, such as 
milk, fruit and vegetables must 
be added. 

McCollum gives the following 
three requirements in the daily 
diet: One tjuart of milk, one gen¬ 
erous serving of a cooked leafy 
vegetable; twice a day a raw sal¬ 
ad. .All to this foundation, fats, 
hreadstulTs and starchy vegetables 
for energy and fuel, and other 
proteins, such as meat, eggs, fish
